The farmer 
would fe e l that his intelligonc« ' had been 
insulted, and .justly so. 
He knows that 
ho cun use the same basket over and over 
again, and t.lic quantity measured in a 
g iven time w ill depend on th« ' speed 
with which the one handling it works. 
And then, if properly used, it is ready 
to do as much men*.
